The most urgent problem 
facing less developed coun- 
tries is rural unemployment 
and mass migration to the 
cities. Yet Canada and other 
Western countries export to 
these regions their own high- 
ly sophisticated labour-sav- 
ing methods and.equipment 
which demand considerable 


few jobs and waste scarce 
capital resources. But ‘the 
techniques most likely to 
be appropriate to such re- 
gions are those which save 
capital and emphasizelabour, 
which employ local materials 


to be used and maintained 
by the people themselves. 
eee 

This is the philosophy of 
Dr. Ernst Schumacher’s In- 
termediate Technology De- 
velopment Group (ITDG) in 
England, which was visited 
recently by the President of 
the Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business. The 
aim of the group is “to dem- 
onstrate and emphasize that 
aid must be ‘designed to help 
the poor to help themselves.” 

eee 

Here is one example from 
the ITDG. Kenya needs 
about 100,000 new jobs 
every year. But the type of 
foreign aid it gets works 
against self-dependence. 


Take, as a simple example, © 


the cookbook imported from 
Britain for use in domestic 
science training. Everything 
in the book presupposes the 
use of electric stoves, refrig- 
erators, mixing machines, 
etc., by well-educated cooks. 
Instead of catering to Ken- 
ya’s conditions — tropical 
fruits and the effects of its 


amounts of capital, create 


and which are simple enough - 


high altitude on cooking 

the teaching system has 
created a demand for im- 
ported food and cooking 
equipment.

The cookbook example 
typifies a process of techno- 
logy transfer which takes no 
account of local conditions. © 
To put it in terms of an agri- 
cultural implement _ scale 
from 1 to 100, many Third 
World countries are at the 
stage of the plow (1) while 
U.S. and Canadian Prairie 
farmers are at the stage of 
the combine harvester (100). . 


eee 
The appropriate techno- 

logy. for Kenya might be a 
simple, geared machine, more 
productive than the plow but 
using little or no fugl — say 
at the scale of 30; something 
that could be built and’main- 
tained locally from the re- 
sources that are already there. 


By the same token, many 
areas of Canada have no use 
for technology at the scale 
of 100. What they need is 
something around the 70 
mark, that is economical in 
fuel, relatively cheap, which 
lends itself to local manufac- 
ture and maintenance with- 
in the skill capacity of re- 
gions themselves and is ap- 
propriate to the size of the 
local market.

Canada’s regional and ru- 

ral communities don’t need 

technology transfer from 


central Canada. They need 
access to information, on ~ 
mini-plants that would be. 
suitable to their area and 
could be made available to 
local enterprises.

Dae baie our drivers are now 
more highly trained; maintenance and 
safety i aaa sty are extremely strin- 
pent; traffic control has become a complex 
and critical job for many firms; and, the 
capital investment for terminals and 
po oy eae is staggering compared with 
what it cost to go into business in the 
1930s’, he sgid. 


Mr. Perkins’ firm, with head office in . 


Perth, Ontario, now owns 650 vehicles and 
has as many employees - a total that 
reflects continued growth from 1938 when 
tkins joined the company. At that time, 
aggart Service had about.25 units and 
some 35 employees. 

Perkins says that when he got into the 
ice Mi pet it was just about to 
**take off’". Now, in Ontario, the industry's 
annual operating revenue exceeds $1.2 
billion. 

Perkins purchased control of Taggart in 
1944; since that time, a program of

acquisitions has expanded the company so 
that its holdings include Jones Transport 
Company, Taggart American Inc., L.R. 
McDonald and Sons Ltd., Morrow 
yet and McCallum Transport. 

e company recently opened in Perth a 
modern $1 million truck service centre. 

“It’s gratifying to be able to invest that 
kind of money in the area. We've got a 
hard working and loyal staff that isn’t 
always easy to find,’’ Mr. Perkins said. 

The company’s annual payroll in the 
Perth area alone is nearly $2 million a year. 

Regulation of the trucking industry has 
made it possible to attract captal so that 
operators can meet heavy investment 
requirements, Mr. Perkins said. 

Without regulation, most firms would be 
reluctant to invest heavily in good 
equipment or even in driver training 
because they would be facing the prospect 
of unstable conditions. 

‘‘Any reduction in the stability of the 
industry would result in withdrawal of 
capital which is needed to provide for 
service, maintenance and research,’’ he 
said. 

Perkins points out that his company 
provides service to as many as 330 
municipalities east of Kingston. many of 
which are small villages. He regards this 
service to small locations as part of being a 


responsible trucker even though they 


aren't particularly profitable runs. 
Providing regular service to small, 


out-of-the-way communities is required by 


staggering today, says Joe Perkins of 
Taggart Service Ltd., Perth. It’s not like 
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in Ottawa. 


Ontario’s Public Commercial Vehicles act 
Truckers who are granted the PCV licences 
must provide full service throughout their 
licence area as a condition of keeping their 
operating privilege. 


‘‘I can contribute to the economy of the | 


area and provide full service as long as the 
industry is regulated by the V Act. 
Without it, conditions would be so 
uncertain that I couldn’t guarantee 
anything,’’ Perkins said. 

Perkins says that control over firms 
allowed by the government to operate in 
any area is essential if licensed firms such 
as his are to provide the best service at 
reasonable rates. 

This area is already highly competitive 
with a number of firms operating under 
PCV licences. 

Mr. Perkins-has had a record of service 
to the Eastern Ontario area. In 1974, he 
was named first president of the Eastern 
Ontario Development Association and in 
1959, became the first president of the 
Ontario Regional Development Council. 

‘The thing to know if you’re running a 


trucking business is your cost. Mainte- 


nance, for example, can become stag- 
gering. Regulation doesn’t keep anybody 
in business when he shouldn’t be there. 
I’ve known people licensed under the act to 


_ go bankrupt simply because they couldn’t 


run a proper business. 

‘At the same time, a firm with a PCV 
licence can lose it almost overnight if it 
fails to provide the service it is supposed to 
or does not operate within the rules of the

A Select Committee of the Ontario 
Government is currently investigating all 
aspects of the trucking industry in the 
One of. the. .things it. is... 
examining is whether or not to comtinue 
regulation of the industry. 

Generally, regulation refers to the 
existence of various licensing requirements 
to ensure that the public gets the best 
possible and most reliable service. 

Another important issue is control of 
entry into the industry. Currently, 
prospective operators are granted PCV 
licences if they can show there is a need for 
the services and that it will add to shipping 
convenience. 

‘I'm confident the Committee -will see 
the wisdom of recommending the 
continuation of regulation and entry control 
when it reports to the government. If its 
recommendation is accepted by the 
Legislature, shippers and the public can be 
assured the industry will continue to 
provide good service,’’ Mr. Perkins said. 

The Ontario Trucking Association, in a 

brief to the Select Committee, recom- 
mended that control of entry be maintained 
and that stronger enforcement provisions 
be introduced. The OTA represents some 
1,500 regulated trucking firms in Ontario. 
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Increased calf survival means $ in your pocket 


DENNIS McKNIGHT, K.C.A.T. 

Adverse management, ‘environmental 
factors and disease combine, and usually in 
that order, to overwhelm and kill up to 25 
percent of our calves. Let’s consider the 
management and environmental factors 
and their role in calf survival. 

Calf survival starts with the dam. In 
most instances a health well fed mother 
will produce a Vigorous calf capable ot 
suckling its dam within 10 minutes of birth. 
The sooner a calf drinks its colostrum, the 
more likely it is to survive. 

At birth, the calf has virtually no 
resistance to disease and this disease 
resistance is obtained from its dam's 
colostrum. One to two quarts should be fed 
within the first hour of life. 

Cows or.heifers should not be pre-milked 
unless a supply of colostrum has been kept 
frozen for the calf at birth. 


Surplus colostrum from the first 6 
milkings can be soured and thus preserved 
for future feeding of that calf. In fact, a cow 
will produce enough milk for sour 
colostrum to successfully wean a calf at 4 
weeks of age. For this type of program, it is 
important that a high quality and palatable 
calf starter, containing 18 to 20 
begins be available early. The calf should 

consuming one to one-'2 lbs. daily 
before weaning. 

Be consistent with your feeding 
program. Switching back and forth from 
whole milk, sour colostrum, or milk 
replacer will only result in digestive 
disturbances, often scours, and perhaps 
death. 

The wise operator always treats the 
navel of the newborn calf with either a 
tincture of iodine or an antibiotic

containing ‘‘teat dip’’ solution. At the 
same time he probably should inject 
Vitamins A, D and E and dystosel to 
prevent white muscle disease. 

Housing conditions vary considerably 
from farm to.farm and what works for one 
operator may not work for another. It’s all 
in the management. Many engineers and 
extension specials recommend the isolation 
of calves in individual pens or stalls and 
encourage farmers to avoid drafts, damp 
bedding, high humidity, and variation in 
air temperature. 

A recent Michigan study has looked at 
all these factors, and others, to determine 
their effect on calf survival. They conclude 
that the maternity area is very important in 
reducing calf losses. And in the maternity 
pen, the drier the bedding the lower the 
calf mortality. This fact places some doubt 


on the value of sawdust as a bedding . 
material, for newborn calves at least. In 
conclusion, they state that ‘‘types of calf 
housing and_ stalls,, temperature .and 
humidity levels have little influence upon 
calf mortality. 

Dryness of maternity bedding, type of 
maternity area, population of maternity 
area, and space per animal in the calf barn 
are more strongly related to calf mortality 
within the first two months’’. It is quite 
evident from this statement that engineers, 
extension specialists, and dairymen should 
evaluate cow handling systems for 
freshening cows and design facilities to 
efficiently handle larger numbers of cows 
in box stalls before sinking a lot of capital 
into new calf housing.

Traditional recommendations call for 
rebreeding cows at first heat after 60 days. 
At the present time the average cow is first 
bred at 85 days after calving. If all cows 
conceived at first service, this would give a 
12-month calving interval; but who gets 
100 per cent conception at first heat? The 
average interval across all breeds is in 
excess of 400 days and appears to be 
getting longer. 


Calving interval is basically controlled by . 


three factors: 1) average interval from 
calving to first service; 2) percentage of 
heats observed; and 3) the number of 
services required per conception. The 
average producer observes only 50 per cent 


-of the heats. Increasing observation to 75 


per cent can shorten the days open or 
calving interval by 25 to 35 days. Whereas, 
increasing conception rate on all services 
from 50 to 70 percent only shortens calving 
intgerval 10 to 20 days. Better heat 
detection and increased conception rate are 


only partial solutions. Starting to breed at © 


40 instead of 60 days has no deleterious 
effects and will reduce days open by 15-20

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CFF rejects Farm | Income Stabilization Bill

Had he gone to cost of 
production stabilization, . the program 
would definitely be an incentive to 
production and the Minister would have to 
promote additional programs to limit 
production. At least there is some doubt in 
our minds about 95 per cent of a five year 
average being an incentive to production.”’ 

“Once we study the details of the bill we 
will be in a better position to know if it will 
be an incentive to production.’’ says Mr. 
van Donkersgoed. ‘‘If it is, the CFF will 
have to reject the Minister’s proposal 
totally.”’ 

One of the other items that Christian 
farmers will be looking for when they study 
the details, according to Mr. van 
Donkersgoed, is the kind of producer 
involvement in the development of 
programs proposed by the bill.

Q. Is it necessary to blanch vegetables 
before ng? 

A.  Blanching (placing vegetables in 
boiling water) is necessary to inactivate 
che enzymes which cause deteriorat- 
ion during storage. It also d s the 
natural colour, partially sterilizes the 
vegetables and makes them softer for 
packaging. Most vegetables when frozen 
unblanched, lose colour and vitamins, 
become tougher and develop offensive, 
“‘hay-like’’ flavours in a comparatively 
short time after freezing. 


Q. Does fluid milk have preservatives : 


added to it? 
A. No, fluid milk does not have 
preservatives: added to it. 
eurized, which means it is heated to 
61 degrees F (72 degrees C) for not less 
than 16 seconds to destroy disease carrying 
bacteria. When milk is homogenized, that 
means under pressure, fat particles are 
broken down so that the fat is dispersed 
throughout the milk and doesn’t settle on

Q. What ingredients are used in wieners 
and how nutritious are they?

Sodium nitrite in extremely 
small quantities is used as a preservative, 
and is responsible for the distinctive cured 
flavour and colour. Wieners are a low 
source of protein.

Q. Would you recommend raisins as a 


nutritious snack? 

. Raisins are a nutritious snack and do 
ood source of quick energy. 
ey do have a drawback in the 
fact they are, so sticky. Some raisins are 
high in sugar and tend to adhere to the 
teeth and this could contribute to dental 
caries. Perhaps:a more totally healthful 
snack would be nuts, sunflower seeds or 
fresh fruit. 


Q. Can Soy Sauce be used on a 
Salt-Restricted Diet? 

A. No. Soy sauce contains more than two 
grams of sodium, equivalent to one 
teaspoon of table salt in each fluid ounce 
and should not be used on even a mildly 
salt-restricted diet. If you are looking for

-Q. What is the difference between fruit 


juice and fruit drink? 7 

A. Only products containing fruit juice to 
which no water has been added may be 
labelled fruit juice. Products with 
additional water must be given names such 
as fruit drink, fruit punch or fruit ade, even 
though they may contain some fruit juice. 

Extra Vitamin C is sometimes added to 
these products to improve their nutritional 
value. Since Vitamin C is more stable in an 
acid substance, as with fruit juice, ,it is 
easily destroyed in the non-acid medium of 
fruit flavoured drinks. To obtain full 
Vitamin C value such drinks should be

Q. Iam on a low calorie reducing diet and 
a friend recently told me I could eat all the 
mushrooms I want without adding many 
calories. Is there any food value in 
mushrooms? 
A. A cup of canned mushrooms contains 
only 40 calories so they are low in calories. 
This quantity provides 5 grams of protein, 
some itamin B and small amounts of iron. 
If you saute mushrooms the calorie count 
increases. (A tablespoon of butter of 
margarine adds 100 calories!( Mushrooms

Q. Can sople instinctively choose a 
nutritious. diet? 

A. Unfortunately, no. For several years 
we thought that infants would choose a 
well-balanced diet instinctively, but we 
now know that this is not true. Our belief 
was based on a study done in 1928, where 
infants were offered a choice of wholesome 
foods and freely selected a nutritious diet. 
This study was recently repeated, offering 
a wide selection of foods currently on the 
market and not necessarily nutritios. The 
study had to be stopped after a few weeks, 
because somef the infants were becoming 
malnourished as a result of their

Two kinds of vaccine will be used. 
Bivalent (against Swine and Victoria Flu) 
and Monovalent (against Swine Flu only). 

Bivalent will be given to people 65 years 
of age or older and to those over 20 years of 
age who suffer from chronic disease of the 
lungs, heart or kidneys and to Diabetics. 

onovalent will be given to all persons 
20 years of age or over who do not suffer 
from egg allergies (i.e., The eating of one 
egg causing rash, distress, etc. in the next 
24 hours.) 

People acutely ill should not receive the 
vaccine, stated Dr. Lenk. 

The Bivalent Vaccine to chronically ill 
people should only be given with their 
doctor’s advice, either by health unit staff, 
said Dr. Lenk, or by the doctors and some 
of it has already been distributed to 
practitioners.

Irene travels to the towns to be visited 
ahead of the van, arranging for suitable 
paring facilities, accommodation, power 

ook-ups and publicity. She also visits the 
local schools to learn what. sports 
information they would like to see. 

Often the school’s gymnasium is used to 
host the presentations, with the students 
being allowed out of class to attend. This 
latter feature, said Irene, has sometimes 
caused some hostility on the part of 
teachers who resent their students being 
taken out of regular studies to attend the 
sports films. 

But there have also been schools ‘‘that 
have just shut right down for the day”’ 
when the van arrives, she added. 

Van host, Jim Rea, said they will only 
take films into the schools that concern 
sports about which the students will 
normally ‘receive little information. For 
example, he said, they will not take films 
on hockey or football, which the students 
can easily see on television during the 
week. 

Sky diving is one of the favorite subjects 
of the students, he said. 

The van itself costs about $100,000 and 
requires another $100,000 per year in 
operating expenses. Among the facilities 
inside are a television monitor, a 
videocassette player, a three-quarter-inch 


_ color portapac, a 16 mm. movie projector, a 


slide-on-super 8 film projector, a synshron- 
ized slide sound projector, a film loop 
projector and an extensive bilingual library 
of more than 600 books on nearly 70 
different kinds of sports ranging from 
archery to weightlifting. 

The van also carries portable panels that 
can be erected outside to provide a 
classroom setting for clinics. In good 
weather, the van’s doors are opened and 
movies projected from the rear of the 
vehicle. _ 

The purpose of the van and its contents 
is threefold: to provide for the individual 
connected with sports new insights and a 
new level of expertise, to provide stimulus 
for a visitor not now connected with a sport 
or sports program to encourage him to opt 
into a sport or program in the local 
community; and to highlight sports and its 
potential contribution to everyone’s life- 
style. 

The van and its staff members, all 
college-trained in physical education, are 
unique in the province. There are, 
however, proposals to have a similar van

The machinations of the food chains continue to concen- 
trate business in a few hands. The powerful continue to be- 
come more powerful. Sooner or later, says the Canadian 
aay of Retail Grocers, they will not ask, they will 
tell. 

They will tell you how much you will pay for every product 
in the store. Competition will be eliminated. 

And that’s what this corner has been saying for almost 10 
years. That's why the family farm should remain an integral 
part of the Canadian scene. That’s why farmers should be 
supporting the organizations to which they belong. That's 
why a farm income stabilization bill is so necessary in this 
province and in this nation.

Intermediate technology 
is concerned with designing 
the implements which smal- 
ler communities can use to 


achieve self-sufficiency by de- 
veloping their own resources. 


Some of the devices in use 
in less developed countries 
could well have application 
to parts of Canada. Many are 
for use in agriculture. 


We have grown so accus- 
tomed ‘to a food surplus pro- 
duced by about five per cent 
of the work force that we 
forget how much it depends 
on petroleum-based ferti- 
lizers, fungicides, pesticides 
and insecticides and a high 
degree of mechanization. It 


has been calculated that if 
the West, using its present 
methods, were to supply the 
rest of the world with food, 
it would exhaust known re- 
serves of: fossil fuels in 30 


years. 


At present, we do not real- 
ly know whether these chem- 
icals present a danger to life 
on earth. But based on the 
growing shortages of fossil 
fuels alone, small-scale or- 


ganic farming is due for a 
revival. 


An example of intermedi- 
ate technology is a portable, 
hand-operated planter for 
grains which opens furrows 
for seed whether the land is 
plowed or unplowed. Simple, 


capital- and energy-cheap, it 
meters the desired amount 
of grain from its hopper and 
delivers the seed to the open 
furrow. 


In Ghana, brickworks are 
being built to fit the needs of 
small communities. A typical 
operation produces 10,000 
bricks per week and employ: 
26 men from the village. The 
only import needed for one 
of these brickworks is a 10 
hp diesel which drives the 
clay mixer. No electrical 
power is used. 


These examples of inter- 
mediate technology show 
what is being done to help 
the less developed countries 


help themselves without the 
need for expensive imports 
of fuel and capital goods.
